sia, said Bena, the Soviet people 
will be able to meet such a 
thrust in a way which will put an 
end forever to invasions of the 
U&SR.

scientific problems of

and defensive significance " 


Bena also gave a summary of 


Soviet economic progress during

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On American Foreign Policy 


United States foreign policy has become more than a 


major issue of the 1952 presidential campaign. It has become 
a moral issue affecting the lives of 500 million people through- 
out the world. 


A foreign policy is, after all, the moral policy of a Na- 


tion. It is dictated by the will of national leaders to do what 
is right and not to do what is wrong. American foreign pol- 
icy must meet the needs of its own nationals. It must also 
meet the needs of allies abroad who seek United States aid 
and protection. 
" 
' 


Foreign policy, according to Republican party princi- 


ples, is based upon a program of "no cooperation with In- 
ternational Communism." Under Presidents Harding, Cool- 
idge, Hoover, non-cooperation was effected. 


Foreign policy, as practiced by the Democratic, party, 


has adhered to the principle that a world half -slave, .half-free, 
may exist in peace and harmony. To perpetuate this belief, 
great concessions have been made to the Soviet Union. 


Under President Roosevelt, the Yalta agreement sur- 


rendered 100 million Christians in East Europe to an athiest 
named Joseph Stalin. These beaten peoples held out their 
hands for help and around them the Yalta signatories fast- 
ened Communist shackles. This was a moral wrong. 


Agreements at Potsdam under President Truman inaug- 


urated the betrayal of Free China to Communism. This was 
not foreign policy—it was a moral wrong done to a genera- 
tion.

Family Cars 
'Necessary' 
For Defense 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


old family bus got a big pat on 
the back yesterday from the de- 
fense 
transport 
administration 


(DTA). 


DTA administrator James K. 


Knudson said the private auto- 
mobile, far from being: a luxury, 
has become "a necessity of family 
life." and would remain so, even 
in all-out war. 


Knudson spoke up against any 


possible future shut-down of pri- 
vate car production such as oc- 
curred in World War n. 


Some continued production, 


even if full-scale war recurred, 
would be absolutely necessary to 
replace worn out vehicles and pos- 
sible losses "to the automobile fleet 
through enemy action, Knudson 
said. 


Backs Production 


He recommended that in the 


current emergency period, new 
car production be kept up to at 
least 
4,000,000 automobiles 
a 


year. This just about approxi- 
mates current output and the out- 
look for 1952. 


The DTA made public its views 


in' a new booklet, based on re- 
search by the Brookings institution 
into the life and habits of the 
family automobile. 


The Brookings studies, under- 


taken at DTA's request, indicated 
that 95 per cent of all cars in 
use perform some necessary func- 
tion at some time or other, that 
22,000.000 people regularly use 
private cars to get to and from 
work, or in connection with their 
jobs, and that 68 per cent of auto 
mileage on any given day is de- 
voted to making or doing family 
shopping. 


Survey Figures Told 


On the other hand, the institute 


said, the survey showed that on 
the average day, 7,000,000 cars 
are on the road "just for the ride" 
and 8,000,000 others are being 
used to visit friends or go to a 
show. Also, that a large number 
of private automobiles are not in 
daily nse by their owners. 


There are 40,000,000 registered 


private cars in the country now. 
Knudson said if non-essential uses 
are eliminated, this fleet could 
be cut back in wartime by about 
14,000,000 vehicles. This would 
leave about 26,000,000 family cars 
—500,000 more than the nation 
had in the last war—to carry on 
essential jobs that can* be handled 
by mass transportation.

an Inherited pattern, but unless 
the tendency Is strong enough, 
there will be no manifest or ob- 
vious signs of the disease.

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Russia Keeps 'Heat' on. But Ground Rules Prevail in Berlin Cold War 


BERLIN—(NEA)—The cold war in Berlin is fought 


under curious ground rules. 
The Russians constantly 


keep the heat on, annoying the Western powers every 
slace they can. And the Western zones keep bombard- 
ing the Eastern zone with anti-Commnist propaganda, 
through newspapers and radio. 
Each side would like 


to get the other out. But without any formal agreement, 
neither, side monkeys with the water supply and sewage 
systems. To do so would inconvenience their own forces 
as much as their opponents. 


Only four-power cooperation remaining in effect is 


the Air Safety Center, where all forces are supposed to 
file flight plans, to prevent crashes- 
Only the Russians 


don't file any plans for their new twin-engined jets. 


Also, there's the Spandau prison, where Rudolf Hess, 


Adm. Karl Raeder, ex-Hitler Finance Minister Walter 
Funk and other convicted Nazi war criminals are kept. 
The four powers operate this prison a month at a time, 
in rotation. 


When the Americans operate Spandau, they feed the 


prisoners as they would be fed and cared for in Ameri- 
can prisons. Then the Russians take over and starve 
the prisoners. The French feed them a little better, and 
the British a little getter than the French. Which leaves 
it up to the Americans to. put the prisoners back in con- 
dition to face another month of Russian starvation.

AVOID RETALIATION 


Russians are now completing a new stretch of canal 


and a railroad spur which will make their transportation 
system completely free from American. British or French 
counter-measures. Formerly, in moving barges from the 
Oder River on the east of Berlin to the Elbe on the 
west, the Russians had to use canals going through 
French and British sectors of Berlin. And when they 
wanted to move rail freight from eastern Berlin rail 
terminals to the Russian-zone area west of Berlin, they 
had to use tracks that crossed the American sector. 


But now, if the Russians want to impose another 


blockade of the Western zones of Berlin, they won't be 
subject to cmmter-blockadps imposed hy the Western 
powers over the old lines of communications. 


HIGHER EDUCATION IN BERLIN 


One of the most eager student bodies in the world 


is said to be on the campus of the Berlin Free Univer- 
sity, in the western zone. The city gives students who 
can't pay a $20-a-month equivalent as living allowance. 
Meals are priced at one mark apiece and are always the 
same bread, sliced sausage and potato salad. The stu- 
dent body numbers 12,000, and about 40 per cent of them 
come from the east zone. Ford Foundation has just 
given the university a million-dollar grant

WEST BERLIN STANDARD IS HIGHER 


This is the current comparison of living standards 


in the Russian and American sectors of Berlin-

Russians claim their east German mark is at par with 
the west German mark. 
Actually, the west German 


mark is 3.8 to the dollar, while the east mark is « or 
more to the dollar. The west German wage rate aver- 
ages a west mark and a half an hour for a 48-hour 
week while the. Russian-zone rate is one and a third 
east marks an hour. 


A Western worker labors two hours to earn enough 


to buy a bottle of schnapps. A Russian-zone worker has 
to work 20 hours to earn enough for the same purchase. 
A Western-zone laborer works four hours to earn the 
price of a kilo of beef, while an east-zoner must work 
12 hours. To earn the price of a pack of cigarets re- 
quires one hour's labor in the west, three hours in tht 
east On bread prices, the two zones are about equal.

German youths into Berlin, American residents did get 
a little bit nervous. They feared a mass movement from 
the Russian East zone to the Western zone, with some in- 
cident* and maybe a little rioting. So details of Ameri- 
can troops were scattered around the city, and were bil- 
leted with American families to protect wives and chil- 
dren. 


The trouble was, that these troops had to be fed 


by the families they w?rp protecting.

Trio Escapes 
In Snowstorm 
After Strike 
Sub-Machine Guns 
Help Felons Make 
Quick Get-Away 
MILWAUKEE — (AP) — 


Three men, two armed with 
sub-machine guns, held up a 
branch bank on Milwaukee's 
northwest side during a heavy 
snowstorm today and escaped 
with an estimated $97,000. 


The trio entered the bank in 


mid-morning, according to po- 
lice and Mgr. L. L. Wahl. 


The two armed men remained on 


each side of the doorway. The third 
jumped over a railing and ran be- 
hind the row of cashiers' cages. 
He scooped the money into a white 
bed sheet as one of his companions 
at the door counted off the sec- 
onds. As the count hit zero, the 
trio ran from the bank and jumped 
into a car at the doorway. A fourth 
man drove the vehicle away. 


In Prosperous Area 


The bank is the Northwestern 


branch of the First Wisconsin Na- 
tional, the state's largest bank. It 
is located on the northwest side 
of the city, about four miles from 
the'downtown area, in a prosper- 
ous business section. 


The holdup occurred during 


heavy snow, with streets icy and 
slippery. There was no immediate 
trace of the getaway car. 


The 60-year-old bank manager 


said there were about eight custo- 
mers in the building at the time. 
He said the two armed men order- 
ed the customers to stand against 
the walls. There were no shots 
fired. 


Wahl said the man who scooped 


up the money failed to enter the 
last of five cashiers' cages as time 
ran out He did, however, force his 
way into the vault and pick up the 
loose currency quickly at hand. 


Bobben Young Men 


The three men who entered the 


bank were described as between 30 
and 35 years old. All wore tan 
topcoats and hats and one wore 
glasses with gold rims. Another 
was said to have a scar.on his left 
cheek. 


The car In which the trio and 


driver made its getaway was said 
to be a 1946 to 1948 model. It 
started west, a route which if fol- 
lowed would lead out of the city 
within about three miles.
